The astronomer you consulted apparently did not have a good 
starchart because while Lt is so that Arcturus was in the 
eastern sky, Castor and Pollux were certainly nowhere around 
but far in tne western skies! It would be my opinion that the 
crimary contender in this case was the star Vega, which at 
Ghat time was low, very low, on the northeastern horizon and 
rose to a fair height by 3:30 a.m. Still it is always difficult 
for me to understand how so oovious an object like a bright 
star can possidly cause so much confusion on the part of 
Several people. If it were only one observer, then anything 
can happen, put I am always amazed that people are so easily 
eonfused, in this case seven police officers! 


The trajectories or trails of the odjects sighted certainly 
matched the diurnal paths of the star Vega and other stars in 
its vicinity. This makes it all the harder to understand how 
some of the observers could ascribe fast motion and “speeding 
up’ to this sighting. Your point is well taken, if these things 
move rapidly and speeded up, why were they in signt so iong! 
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
